The various vital statistics for the year 1960 shcw that in the No, 7 Health 
Area, and amongst the six Gistrict Councils which constitute it, there is nothing 
"tO Call for special comment, The changes in the estimated population have bsen 
insignificant amounting to no nore than a decrease of 60 in the Health area ery 
wacch brought it to 50,670. it will be interesting to see the results of whe 1961 
census a where the methods of ascez ‘taining population cre obviously more accurate, and 
“more to be relied upon than the estimates used in the intereccnsal. yeors,

In an area where some 60% of the population live in rural districts owl where 
industry on any appreciable eceale is conspi. cuous by its absence one expects aume drift 
away of the younger sections of the community, A consequence of this is some reduction 
in the proportion of young married coupvles in the ponilation with an inevitable fall in 
the live birth rate, This disparity between the local and national rate which has been 
occurring for some years ws again in evidence in 1960 = the corrected rate being L,,6 
per 1,000 of population in No, 7 Health Area as against a national rate of 1/.i.per

| The corrected death rate of 11.7 per 1,000 of population was only fractionally 
isbove that of Englend ond Waies where a rate of 11.5 per 1,000 was returned, As in 

revious years by far the most common cause of death was some form of heart disease, 
Bich accounted for 43 per cent of the deaths which tock place, Second in order of 
“prevalence, but a good way behind heart disease, was cancer which was resporsible for 
'18 per cent of the total, Of the defined, forms of cancer that affecting the limg and 
windpipe was the most prevalent form, with the rate for 5,E, Cornwall closely approaching 
put not equalling that for the countzy as a whole, The usual marked disparity between 
male and female deaths from this cause was evident with 20 males as against 2 females 
only dying from this form of cancer, Whilst the majority oi’ informed opinion on 
yoOssible causes for the increased incidence of this form of cancer still views moderate 
or heavy comsumption of cigarettes over a.long period as the most likely cause, there

and yet in this area the death rate from ung cancer is only veity slightiy below the 
‘figure for England and Wales which includes sone very heavily polluted areate I do not 
wish to discredit th. line cf thought which seeks to incriminate atnosnheris pollution 
ms a possible major cause of this form of cancer, but the apparent anonaiies which I 
fave cited do suggest that the problem wiil prove miwh less easy of solution than it 
appeared at first sight. 


The average age at the time of death = €9 years for males, end 73 years for 
females = was very close to ths national figures for expects tion cf life appearing in 
the most recent official lii’c table, Of those who Cied Avring 196 0 ' .e proportion who 
at the time of death had reached or exceeded 75 years of (62 wes h i 8 tata for still 
births, and for deaths of infants under one year of age ( infans morality rate) were 
below the national rates, There were no maternal deaths during the year.

; The incidence of notifiable disease was not heavy during 1960 when a total, of 
274 cases were notified in the Health Area, The most prevalent diseases were measles, 
Whooping cough, and scarlet fever in that order, Of the more serious notifiable 
Giseases there were 3 cases of poliomyelitis » and 2 of meningitis, Of the 3 cases of 
polionyelitis one caused some paralysis in a 12 month old child who had received only 
two injections of poliomyelitis vaccine and was therefore not fully protected, The athen 
tio were of the non=paralytic variety and affected adults neither of whom had been 

ised, There were no deaths from these or any other notifiable disease during the 
year, 
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In recent months outbreaks of diphtheria and of poliomyelitis in different parts 
of the country have Biven cause for considerable concern, The great majority of 
children and adults affected had not been protected by immunisation against these 
diseases, As far as diphtheria is concerned the necessary protective inoculations 
have been available for the past 20 years, and it cannot be said that parents may not 
be aware of this fact or of the benefit they afford by preventing diphtheria, In 
spite of this it has been the sad experience that there is a general falling off in 
interest amongst parents, and in many parts of the country the proportion of children 
who are protected has sunk to below 50%, with a consequently increased risk of serious 
outbreaks of diphtheria, As far as I can ascertain from the records which are available 
to me the position in this part of Cornwall is much better where it is estimated that 
of children born between 1949 and 1959 inclusive and still residing in the Health Area, 
Bome 72% are protected against diphtheria, and 76% have had three injections of 
poliomyelitis vaccine, Whilst these figures may help to allay any fears we may have 
ebout serious outbreaks of these two diseases, they should not be regarded in any way as 
being really satisfactory, To achieve real peace of mind on this matter we should he 
aiming at a figure of 90% or above, and the closer to 100% the greater will be the 
assurance that these diseases will not gain any foothold in the community, 


Whilst on this subject of immunisation I feel that I should comment on the 
relatively poor response to poliomyelitis vaccination amongst adolescents and adults 
up to the age of 40 years, Although poliomyelitis is primarily a disease affecting 
children, it can and does affect adults, It is more than likely that when children 
have acquired immunity through vaccination the main attack of the disease will shift 
to the adolescent and younger adult population who lack this immunity and have taken no 
steps to have themselves immunised, Moreover the experience so far with poliomyelitis 
in the adult is that it tends to be more severe than in the child with marked paralysis 
which may be fatal, The Salk type vaccine at present in use gives very good protection 
against poliomyelitis, and the actual injection is remarkably free from pain or any 
unpleasant after-effects. I hope that more people in the 15 ~ 40 year age group who 
have not yet had this protection will avail themselves of it as soom as possible by 
arrangement with the family doctor, 


As far as tuberculosis was concerned the year 1960 was not a particularly good 

one in No, 7 Health Area, It is true that the total number of cases notified showed a 
small reduction on the 1959 figure = 33 cases as against 39 cases in 1959 = but there 
was a small increase in the number of respiratory infections in 1960, It is not 
difficult to remember when the main impact of tuberculous infection was dn the young 
adult, and it was in this age group that one also saw the tragic toll of life taken by 
this disease, With the advent in the late 1940's of powerful anti=tuberculosis drugs 
the lethal propensities of this disease were dramatically checked to such an extent that 
it is now uncommon for tuberculosis to figure as a primary cause of death, The new 
drugs have also rendered the treatment of tuberculosis so much more effective that 
prolonged hospitalisation of cases is no longer required, This has had the wholly 
desirable effect of making beds for the admission and treatment of newly discovered 
cases readily available in chest hospitals so that the dangerous and frustrating delays 
which were the rule before 1950 no longer exist, At the same time as the position of 
the young adult vis-a-vis tuberculosis was being improved a change in the pattern of 
incidence of the disease became noticeable, and we began to see a shift in incidence from 
the young adult to those in the age group above 45 years,This trond for which E. cam adduce 
no very convincing explanation continued during 1960 when just over half of the newly 
notified cases were aed 45 or over when the disease was discovered, If the reasons 

for the greater liability for persons in or aver middle age to contact tuberculosis 

are not clear, the conclusions to be drawn are more obvious, At the risk of appearing 
repititious may I again appeal to all those in the upper age groups not to take any 
ersistent chest complaint too lightly, or to dismiss it as being "only bronchitis" or 
"a smokers cough" , but to seek medical advice, Unrecognized and untreated disease is 
almost always a tragedy for the sufferer, but in the case of tuberculosis relatives and 
friends may well be involved in the tragic consequences, 


| In an area where the business of accommodating and catering for the tourist and 
holidaymaker is something of a major industry, the need for high standards in the 
handling ond preparation of focd should be cbyious 2n4 more particularly to those whoa awn 
or manage hotels, boarding houses, and catering establishments, Officers of public 
health departments are able and willing to advise em equipment and practices which if 
used correctly and conscientiously will generally ensure that the consumer is provided 
with food which is clean and free from the risk of causing food poisaning,. In the final 
analysis the practice of hygienic methods in dealing with food and the proper use of 
equipment rests with the individual employee, and this is where the seasonal nature of 
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the catering industry in Cornwall raises considerable difficulties through the need to 
take on atthe beginning of each summer season considerable numbers of semieskilled or 
unskilled workers, In the tast category lack of skill. is not infrequently allied with 
on irresponsible outlook and a low level of intelligence which makes it difficult to get 
such people to appreciate the need for good standards of hygiene in dealing with flood. 
Another factor which makes for difficulties is the use of premises which are too small or 
in other ways unsuitable for the carrying on of a catering business, In such a 
situation the understandable tendency is to devote the lion's share of the limited space 
available to seating the maximum possible number of customers with the inevitable and 
satisfactory result that the space for the storage and preparation of food, and for the 
of crockery, cutlery, and cooking utensils, and the storage of garbage and kitchen 
ste may fall well below the imreducihi¢ minimum required for the abservance of good 
aygienic standaxs in dealing with food, In spite of the various factors which 1 have 
lined as being cetrinental.. to the satisfactory operation of catering establishments, — 
he fact that one case only ef food poisoning was notified in the ilealth Area during 1960, 
and that no cémplaints from members of the general public were received indicates that a 
easonable standard was achieved in hotels, cafes, and other catering establishments, 


The Welfare of elderly peopleis oneof the subjects which are a continuing came of 
“concern to workers in the hedth and social services, The main source of worry is without 
dost the difficulty in the provision and staffing of suitable welfare accommodation to 
keep pace with the needs of the increasing numbers of old folk who require care and 
attention which cannot otherwise be provided for them, There is not only an increase in 
the expectation of life, and therefore an increase in the proportion of elderly people 

in the comminity, but there is also an increasing awareness amongst old persons that the 
stigna attaching to the old poor law relief and its attendant workhouse has no place 

in the modern welfare services, As a result of this most old pecple are very much nore 
‘eceptive to the suggestion that when physical and mental infirnity have overtalen then to 
tle extent that they can no longer adequately care for themselves, they should enter an 
cid folks home, This twofold pressure of numbers, and greater willingness to use the 
facilities provided has created a situation in which there is alnost always a waiting list 
for places in old persons homes, 


The solution to this problem of caring for the elderly is going to be neither easy 
hor inexpensive, Up to now most of the accommodation has been provided by adaptation of 
existing buildings e.g. hotels, large houses but the number of premises suitably located 
which can be altered and adapted at a reasonable cost is very limited and expansion in 
‘this. type of welfare accommodation may call for new buildings designed and equipped 

| specifically to meet the needs of oid people, Under the present conditions where the 
building industry has more work than it can handle the cost of providing this accommodation 
is likely to be high and may well delay the expansion of this important and very necessary 
social service, 


An appreciable number of o1d neople live either alone or with a partner of comparable 
}@ge so that when illness comes the problem of nursing and general care can present a nost 
|acute and difficult problem, In the great majority of cases the only satisfactory solution 
}#s the rapid renoval of the sick person to suitable hospital accommodation, Fen in the 
}@ase of those living in old peoples hones the care and treatment of illness other 

tien that of a trivial and short-lived nature is beyond the resources of the reiatively 
}siall staff available in these homes, Unfortunately the mumber of hospital beds catering 
\for elderly and chronic sick is seldom able to meet the demand, partcularly in the winter 

months, and delay in securing a bed poses great problens for all who have to afford general 
jad nursing care to an old person who in addition to being bedfast nay suffer fron some 
}senile confusion and be incontinent, Add to these difficulties the lack of amenities 

on cooking, bathing, the washing of clothing and bedding, and primitive sanitary fittings, 
j} nd it will be appreciated why adequate provision of hospital beds for old persons who fall 
211 is something which calls for urgent consideration, I do not believe that the position 
jin this part of Cornwall is substantially worse than in many other parts of the country 
but this knowledge is of little comfort when oneis confronted with the particular case of 
}@m old person, ill, helpless, living alone, and in desnerate need of admission ta 
jhospital, being told that becmuse of pressure on available beds the best that can be 
. offered is a place on a waiting list, 


I have written in previous réports of the couparative negleot by housin£ suthorities of the 
particular needs of the elderly in the programme of rehousing, It therefore gives me 
‘great pleasure to refer to the very good work being done by all the District Councils in 

| this Health Area in providing new houses designed and built specifically for occupation 

| by Old people, The majority of old persons who have moved into these dwellings appear to 
them very much, and appreciate the added comfort and amenities pr ovided. 
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I feel in addition to making for a happier old age the provision of decent 

housing accommodation, especially where a warden service can be included, may do much 
to reduce the number of places which would otherwise have to be provided at much greater 
expense in welfare homes and establishments, 


When I came to this part of the County of Cornwall some thirteen years ga the 
water supply arrangements over considerable areas were primitive and unsatisfactory, and 
depended on snall local sources, Most of these were liable to pollution, and many of 

: them produced inadequate supplies which after a spell of dry weather failed altagether, 
: Now the position has improved out of all recognition, and gemerally adequate supplies of 
: 


wholesome wa&ber: are available in all but the most remote hamlets and dwelling houses, 
Apart from the added comfort and benefit to health which proper water supply and sewage 
disposal arrangements afford, these amenities open up better prospects for new housing 
development, and make the rehabilitation and reconditioning of older houses a worthwhile 
proposition for owners, 


During the year most of the activity in the actual provision of sewerage and 
_ sewage disposal took place in the Liskeard Rural District, where schemes were in course 
of construction in Menheniot, Lanreath, Duloe, and Tredinnick, In the Borough of Liskeard 
_ further engineering investigations into the proposed sewage disposal scheme continued, 
but it is as yet impossible to forsee when work on this scheme might commence, Some 
steps were also taken in the Looe Urban District to examine possible ways of dealing with 
the very difficult and financially burdensome problem of providing satisfactory means of 
sewage disposal to replace the present unsatisfactory practice of discharging crude 
sewage into the river, In St, Germans Rural District, and in the Borough of Saltash 
schenes: for better sewage disposal were also being examined during 1960, 


I cannot close this preface without expressing my gratitude to the Members and the 
@fficers of the six District Councils in the No, 7 Health Area who have given me their 
encouragement and support in carrying out my duties during the year 1960,

Infectious Disease The incidence of infectious disease Was again 
at a very low Level during 1960 in the Urban District and 3 cases 
only were notified during the year.

Tuberculosis The total number of new cases of tuberculosis notified 
during 1960 was 5 — an increase of one over the 1959 total. Three 
of these 5 cases were respiratory infections, and 2 were non- 
respiratory infections. There wee no deaths due to tuberculosis 

in 1960.

At the end of 1960 there were 38 know cases of respiratory 
buberculosis, and 8 known cases of nor-respiratory turberculosis 
‘esiding in the Urban District. 


Jjational Assistance Act 1948. A middle-aged woman of eccentric and 
s0Olitary habits had been the cause of some concern to the Council and 
its Officers for some years. Towards the end of 1959 her continued 
ieglect of the house she lived in (as owner-occupier) had brought 
about structural defects, the most serious of which was the loss of 
Slates from the roof. This was causing serious dampness and 
deterioration inside the house, and the loose and falling slates 
represented a hazard to neighbours and persons in the street fronting 
the house. Ths owner was completely unresponsive to notices calling 
bn her to have the necessary repairs carricd out. In addition her 
habit of depositing night soil and household refuse in the back garden 
of her housé was giving rise to insanitary conditions. In these 
circumstances I could see no alternative but to recommend to the 
Council that an Order under Section 47 of the National Assistance Act, 
1948 be applied for to secure the woman's removal to welfare 
accommodation where she could be given proper care and attention. 

The case was heard before the Justices at Torpoint on 19th January, 
1960, but they refused to make an Order and dismissed the Council's 
application. The Clerk to the Justices advised that the Council had 
DOWwer tO carry out the necessary repairs and register the costs 
incurred against the property and the Council subsequently took action 
along these lines. 


Water Supply. Apart from some night-time restrictions of supply 
luring October, the quality and quantity of water supplied during 
1960 was satisfactory. The new high pressure filtration plant at the 
Borough Treatment Works was brought into operation in December. 
Although it is not yet possible to express an opinion about this new 
Dlant it is believed that it will provide better treatment of water 
than was possible with the old slow sand filtration installation 
Which it replaces. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal, There has been no change in the systcom 
Which discharges crude untreated sewage into the sstuary of the 
Hamoaze to the east and south of the towne Although this practice 
Cannot be regarded as being satisfactory no complaints have been

%o be reasonably good, and owners, and menagers of cafe, and food

No cases of food poisoning were notified during 1960.

Report of the Senior Public Health Inspector. 
This report by Mr. Wilson Hogarth follows, 


I should like to place on record my gratitude to Mr. Hogarth 
and to the Additional Public Health Inspector, Mre J.G Biles for 
the help they have given me throughout the year. 


Public Health Inspector's Report for 1960 


Sanitary Circumstances of the Area 


Water Supply. 


This year the Council handed over its water undertakings on the 
ist April to the East Cornwall Water Board, but continued to act as 
agent for the Board and handle these water supplies until such time 
as the Board can take over full management. No serious difficulties 
with water supply were encountered during 1960. 


Water Sampling. 


During the year under review ten samples of untreated water and 
@ighteen of treated water supplies were taken and submitted to the 
Public Health Laboratory at Plymouth. The reports upon the untreated 
Waters showed them to vary little from the reports upon samples taken 
in corresponding periods in previous years, those from Eglaroosa 
Reservoir being consistently of poor quality, whilst those from 
Crafthole Reservoir were good. All of the samples of treated waters 
were satisfactory. Four samples of water, comprising two from the 
Reservoirs and two of the filtered and treated supplies in the town, 
were submitted to the Public Analyst at Exeter in May, and the Analyst's 
reports showed that chemically the supplies were of good quality and 
that a satisfactory standard of filtration had been maintainsd. 


In August complaints were received that the water had a most 
peculiar taste and smell, sand samples of the treated and untreated 
waters were immediately submitted to the Public Analyst at Exeter, and 
after some delay, he reported that no definite trace could be found 
of any cause for this. It appeared however that the cause might 
possibly be contamination by chemical spraying of crops upon the 
farmland Which drains into the Reservoir at Eglaroose. 


Tests to ascertain the oxygen content of the water wee continued 
throughout the summer and on no occasion did the oxygen content fall 
sufficiently low to cause taste or smell. 


Drainage and Sewerage. 


There was no trouble with the sewerage systems of the town during 
‘the year, but it is anticipated that the outfall at Chapeldown will 
»be loaded to its full capacity in the very near future. 


Refuse Collection and Disposal, 


During this year the Minister of Housing & Local Government sent 
his Inspector to hold an Enquiry into the Council's proposal to install 
an incinerator for burning tow refuse at fhanckes Park, and as a result, 
the Minister decided against the Council's proposal. ‘this in turn will 
increase the difficulties that are at prosent being exporicnecd with 
refuse disposal, ami will, in addition, incicase the cost. Negoviatlons 
are proceeding with St. Germans Rural District Council with a view to 
ohtaining tipping rights at Effords Bridge, which is about two miles 
from Torpoint, end is within the Rural Area, but nearly on the Urban 
boundary. This will provide tipping space for between three and Live 
years, depending upon the expansion of the town, and will thus give 
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a breathing space during which the Council should make its plans 

for refuse disposal. The Inspector who heid the Local Enquiry 

stated that controlled tipping must be carried out and suggested 

that the covering material for this purpose might be obtained by 
excavating in the old tips which had rotted down. An examination 

of the cost of this proposal puts it immediately out of consideration. 
It is a pity that the Ministry's Inspector did not suggest sevoral 


exc) 
alternative and cheaper methods of providing plindine material for 
town refuse on refuse tips.e The Coumcil may have some difficulty in 
finding sufficient tipping space within the next few years which 
would be hygienic and as cheap as refuse disposal by incineration 
would have been. 


Housing. 


During 1960 the building on the Queen's Park Estate was completed 
and a physical start was medie with the building of sixty one traditional 
houses in place of the temporary Arcon bungalows Which are being 
demolished on the Mt. Hdgcumbe Estate, thus providing eleven additional 
dwellinghouses to those which stood on the site before, In addition, 
the Council has under serious consideration a proposal to build a 
further sixteen flats or maisonettes in a three~storey block proposed 
for the vacant land in Ormonde Terrace on the main road in Torpoint. 
This would provide additional housing for old couples and newly 
married people. 


Slum Clearance. 


In 1959 the Minister of Housing & Local Government, after sending 
gn Inspector to Torpoint to hold a Local Enquiry, decided that eight 
of the worst properties in the town were not slum, and accordingly 
the Council is relieved, at least for the time being, of the necessity 
to carry out slum clearance work. 


Factoriese 


There are eleven factories with power in the town and on inspection 
these prove to be in order. Heil. Factory Inspector was consulted in 
cases where changes had occurred in factories and in which it was 
thought he might be interested.
